Manila, November 2.—Aguinaldo, the insurgent chief, has issued a proc- 
lamation pointing out that although the stringent orders previously is- 
sued by him have been generally obeyed, a few Filipinos have refused 
obedience and offended in various ways, and he now warns all such that 
they are liable ta be declared outlaws and to incur the extreme penalty. 

The reference is apparently to the anti-American Filipinos, 

In another proclamation, jssued simultaneously, Aguinaldo allows all 
armed foreigners, except Spaniards, to travel in Philippine territory, but 
all are forbidden to approach the fortifications or take photographs of

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CZAR NICHOLAS, THAT MAN OF PEACE, WANTS 
A HAND IN THE PHILIPPINE QUESTION, 


London, November 3.—The Berlin correspondent of The Standard says that Russia and another power are cred- 
ited with the intention of intimating to Washington that the annexation of the Philippines must be preceded by a 
common agreement bearing on future circumstances, The German papers express themselves very freely. 


“The United States conducted the peace negotiations as they conducted the war. The mask of hu- 
manity is being gradually dropped, revealing the brutal hani of strength. When the protocol was 
signed not a foot of Philippine soil was in American hands. 

“President McKinley demandsthe complete surrender only because victory tn the forthcoming elections depends 
upon it. The American demand, however, is less a blow to Spain than to the European powers which seem desirous 
of selecting naval stations in the Philippines.”’ 

The Bourzen Courier admits that the powers have no cause for interfering, but urges them to watch 
American expansion with jealous eyes. 

“If Spain can obtain compensation sufficient to cover the Philippine and Cuban debts,” The National Zeitung 
says, “she would be better off without the islands. Looking to the commercial and strategical value of the Pailip- 
pines, we should not be surprised at resistance on the part of some of the powers. Moreover, it is evident that the 
inhabitants will not acquiesce in American annexation.” 

The Frankfurt Zeitung thinks that after the elections the American commissioners are likely 
concessions, since the chief question is rather how to conquer the Philippines from the inhabitants than how to over- 


The Paris correspondent of The Morning Post says: 
“It is expected that a rupture of the peace negotiations between the United States and Spain will 
be officially announced on Friday. 


“The feeling here is that the attitude of the Spaniards is irrational, in view of the financial proposals of the 
United States, and that they may ultimately regret having failed to agree with their adversaries.” 

The Vienna correspondent of The Times says that the Spanish commissioners cannot be surprised, neither 
can the Spanish government deny America’s decision “0 take the Philippines. Possibly the Spanish people were not 
prepared for it, and the commissioners are pretending surprise so that the government may be able to face public 
opinion. Certainly everybody outside of Spain mrust have understood that the archipelago was lost to Spain.”’

Testimony Shows That Nobility Is Not

London, November 2.—The examination 
of Mr. Hooly in bankruptcy proceedings 
Was resumed today and attracted much 
attention.

The witness did not know whether the 
money reached the party funds. 

Subsequently Mr. Hooley explained that 
he paid the marquis of Abergavenny 5,000 
pounds first and then. paid him a second 
5,000 pounds because he was told <hat he 
had promised 10,000 pounds. 

“But,” the witness interjected, “‘that was 
a lie.” 

Continuing, Mr. Hooley testified that he 
bad paid 1,000 pounds to Frank Harris, ed- 
itor of The Saturday Review, to “square a 
man named Blake, who threatened to pub- 
lish something antagonistic to the com- 
panies.” 

He also eald he did not know Blake, nor 
aia he know what the blackmail was fer. 

Witness then said ,that Harry Marks,

Hooley asserted that he never received a 
penny from this investment.

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The most important step taken in the 
matter of organizing the work of the new 


‘legislature was put forward yesterday by 


a number of the members who served in 
the last session. They issued a secret call 
early in the day for a meeting of all, repre- 
sentatives who favored what are known as 
the reform bills to meet in room 31, at the 
capitol, at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
the invitation,

and in response to

and one or two senators turned out. The 
latter were disqualified, however, and only 
remained as spectators. The body organized 
by the election of Hon. A. O. Blalock, of 
Fayette, as chairman, and Hon. ve We 
Copeland, of Walker, as secretary. On roll 
call forty-seven members of the lower 
house answered to their names, and the 
promoters of the meeting said later that 
the tardy members would easily run the 
list up to fifty. 

It was @ rather informal gathering in the 
beginning. Chairman Blalock said that the 
members had been called into conference 
simply to discuss the advisability of effect- 
ing a permanent organization, and he asked 
for a general discussion. He said that many 
representatives were of the opinion that 
concerted action on the line of reform 
would operate very materially the 
good of many measures of real importance, 
which might otherwise be lost sight of in 
the hurly-burly of house affairs. For him- 
self he said he had nothing to ask, but he 
did believe that there was strength in 
union, and he did think that it would be 
well for the members interested in reform 
bills to organize themselves as a unit to 
vote one way or another. Short speeches 
on the same line were made by Messrs. 
Swift, of Elbert; Stone, of Walton; Mc- 
Gehee, of Harris; Everett, of Stewart, and 
others. 

A Permanent Organization. 

The informal discussion ended in a deter- 
mination to form a permanent organization, 
and the temporary officers were continued 
in their positions. Many individual meas- 
ures were discussed, but it was plainly the 
disposition of the assembly to take no pos- 
itive action on any bill, but simply to out- 
line @ general policy as to legislative mat- 
ters This they did by forming themselves 
into what they call a committee on reform, 
which is to meet once a week during the 
session of the legislature. A sub-committee,

Can They Hold Togetlier? 

There are numerous other suggestions as 
to the curtailing of expenses which may or 
may not be incorporated into bills actually 
submitted for consideration by the legisla- 
ture, but there will doubtless be many 
more. Thése are sufficient, however, to 
show the spirit of the newly created*com- 
mittee. But while yesterday’s meeting was 
harmonious, and while all present agreed 
as to the general line of policy 
to be followed, it is extremely 
doubtful whether all those present can be 
held together and be voted as a unit on all 
the propositions advanced. In fact, there is 
already evidence of disagreement. But it is 
unquestionably true that the new organiza- 
tion is as formidable as it is unique in leg- 
islature procedure, and if it should bring 
together it will prove a factor in the pres- 
ent session whose power the best posted 
man in Georgia cannot sensibly gauge at 
this time. 

One of the members who attended the 
meeting yesterday said to a Constitution 
representative last night: 

“A large number of good bills were beat- 
en during the last session because there 
was no organized effort made to put them 
through. Many were left for consideration 
until the last few hours, and in the chaos 
which always marks the close of a Georgia 
legislature, were either beaten or forgotten. 
This time we propose to manage things dif- 
ferently. It is not our intention to act as 
a menace to the general assembly, or to do 
anything that will interrupt the orderly and 
usua] procedure. But we do propose to see 
that some concerted and positive action Is 
made in the line of increasing Georgia's 
income and decreasing her expenditures, 
and We propose also to vote as a unit on 
all measures tending on this line. Ours is 
not a secret organization.

SENATE DECIDES TO VOTE. 


Resolves To Adjourn Without Pay 
Long Enough To Go Home. 

After a prélonged discussion, the upper 
house yesterday passed a resolution, and 
sent f¢ over to the lower -house, agreeing 
to adjourn over from Saturday next until 
noon on Wednesday, and to declare the 
intervening days dies non—which means, in 
plain English, that these days are not to 
be counted as a part of the fifty days’ 
session, and that the members are not to 
draw their salaries therefor. Senator 


_ Dickerson introduced the resolution, and 


Senator McGhee fought it, but the latter 
won out. In order to make its exact ver- 
biage legal President Dodson assigned a 
sub-committee, composed of Messrs. Dick- 
erson, West and Mann, to look into the 
matter, and after a very brief conference 
they returned and reported that the pro- 
posed action of the senate was according to 
Statute, 

It was Mr, Dickerson’s idea to let every 
man have the opportunity of going home 
to vote. Mr. McGhee, of the twenty-fifth, 
opposed the resolution. He did not think 
the state needed the forty-four votes of the 
Senators so much as it needed their ser- 
vices in the office to which they have been 
elected. Mr. Dickerson differed with Mr. 
McGhee, He thought the time of the sen- 
ators would be worth more later on in the 
session than now. In_ his county 
and district, he said, all possible votes were 
needed, not that there was any fear of 
defeat, but because the democrats wanted 
their majorities to be as large as possible 
to prevent future trouble. Mr. Wight 
agreed with Mr. Dickerson. In his district 
there was a negro running for congress, he 
said, and the democrats wanted to have as 
large a majority as possible. He asked it to 
be remembered that the votes of the mem- 
bers of the house were to be counted, and 
that by their being present a number of 
lukewarm voters would be brought to the 
polls. 

Mr. Redding, of ¢ne twenty-second, , did 
not object to the resolution, but thought, 
under the constitution, the legislature had 
no power to extend the time of the session.

With the exception of several important 
bills which were read for the first time, 
there was little business transacted in the 
house yesterday. Though not feeling per- 
fectly well, Speaker Little occupied the 
chair, and rapped for order at the usual 
time.

“The bill is a measure that ought to 
receive the serious attention of the general 
assembly, the bar of the state and the 
people. I do not contend that the bill is

perfect in its conception, or that it would. 


be faultless in its operation, but I invoke 
the wisdom of the general assembly, and 
beg that all the members will consider the 
question carefully, and render such assist- 
ance as may be necessary in perfecting 
the details of the plan, if any of the pro- 
visions of the present bill are faulty. The 
constitutional amendment, providing for 
the election of the judges by. the people, 
having been adopted, these judges will 
hereafter be elected by a vote of the people 
of the entire state, but i¢ will probably be

either event, these judges, in order to be 
elected, will, if the past is any criterion 
for judging the future, be forced to make 
political combinations with the professional 
politicians and ringsters in each county 
in their respective circuits, in order to win 
the nomination.

Mrs. R. S. Wa:ker lives at 1720 Wal- 
ton way and works.at the Standard Lumber 
Company; he leaves home early every 
morning to go to his work. After he left 
home this morning Mrs. Walker went into 
an outhouse in the yard. She was followed 
there by the negro Robinson, who pointed 
a pistol at her head, commanding her to be 
silent and made an outrageous proposal to 
her. 

Mrs. Walker was frightened almost into 
a spasm, but finally persuaded the man to 
go away, after giving him a quarter, all 
the money she had with her. As soon as 
he had gone Mrs. Walker gave the alarm 
and the chief of police was notified. Several 
officers were at Once sent out to hunt for 
the scoundrel and the entire force put on 
the lookout. 

They quickly got on his trai], traced htm 
to Gwinnett street out toward the old toll 
gate, where he was caught. He was at 
Once carried to headquarters: and Mrs. 
Walker was sent for. The chief of police 
had the man placed in a room whh several 
others, so the lady could point out her as- 
sailant. Without -the slightest hesitation 
she pointed to Robinson and sa:d she posi- 
tively identified him. 

This identification was made completely 
by a peculiarity in the negro’s speech, 
caused by the absence of some of his front 
teeth and a slight stutteriIng..-The negro 
was then hustied off to jal.

The governor is making desperate 
efforts to control what he calls his 
“savages” and prevent a conflict on 
election day. He, with every other 
white republican leader in the county, 
received a “‘skull and crossbone”’ no- 
tice and warned what he may expect 
in event of trouble. 

A big red-shirt rally is booked for the 
city tomorrow. A procession will be form- 
ed. in wnich will be hundreds of mounted 
red-shirters, carrying winchesters. The 
marching will be through the most promi- 
nent thoroughfares, and will terminate at 
the city park, where several prominent 
speakers will address the people, after 
which a big barbecue will be served. 

The negroes have sent representatives of 
their race to northern cities to purchase 
firearms, and it is said today that the pur- 
chases have been made. The railroad au- 
thcrities are keeping a strict “lookout” for 
such freight packages, and if rec2ived will 
no‘ be delivered.

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THIRD GEORGIA REGIMENT WILL 
GO TO CUBA WITH GENERAL LEE.

Washington, November 2.—(Special.)—The boys of the Third Georgia are 
to have the wish of their hearts gratified. Their regiment is to be attach- 
ed to the Seventh corps, and will go to Cuba with Fitzhugh Lee. 

This comes direct from Adjutant General Corbin. He stated today in 
my presence that this is as good as settled and gave me the authority to 
say, that as far as the war department is concerned, it is probable that 


General Corbin spoke very pleasantly of the Third. He said he realized 
the hardships the regiment had to contend against in having been kept 
within a few miles of the place they were recruited, and said he had felt 
that this transfer was due the officers and men. Incidentally he said, 
however, that the Second corps, to which the regiment is now assigned, 
will get to Cuba practically as soon as the Seventh, for it is not the inten- 
tion of the department to keep the troops attached to that corps long at 


It is the plan of the president to send as many as fifty thousand men 

As soon as the forward movement is begun, !t will 
without a break, and those regiments attached to either the Seventh or 
Second corps are sure of getting their feet on Cuban soil just as soon as 
it is decided practical to move the army there 

The officers and men of the Third Georgia are anxious to be attached to 
the Seventh corps for several reasons. 
that the Seventh will be the first corps to be moved and that those troops 
Will get the first taste of active service in Cuba. Then the transfer will 
take them at once to Savannah, while their present orders would carry 
them to Athens, where they will be even nearer home than if they were at 
Griffin.

Whether this decision will make a difference in the assignments of the 
Second Georgia is not yet known, but it is regarded at the adjutant gen- 
eral’s office that either both Georgia regiments will’go with Lee’s corps, 
or that the Second will go to the Second corps under General Lawton, 
and will see early service in Cuba with that corps.

NOT ORGANIZED YET 


Quesada, Secretary of the Cuban Lega- 
tien, Receives a Telegram. 


INFORMATION WAS INCORRECT 


Declaration Untrue That Antagonism 
to United States Has Been Shown. 


IN SYMPATHY WITH PRESIDENT M’KINLEY 


Cuban Representative Declares That 
the Islanders Will Work in Har- 
mony with Administration. 


Washington, November 2.—President Mas- 
so, of the provisional Cuban government, 
has cabled from Santa: Cruz del Sur to 
Senor Quesada, secretary of the Cuban 
legation here, saying: — 

‘“‘Assembly has not yet met, owing to the 
absence of quorum.”’ 

This was called out by inquiry from 
Senor Quesada as to reports coming by the 
way of Santiago, representing the Cuban 
assembly as in session at Santa Cruz de} 
Sur and engaged in important questions 
relating to the future of the island, dfs- 
armament of the Cuban army and the ex- 
tent of co-operation between the former 
insurgent forces and the United States au- 
thorities. It has been stated that he as- 
sembly organized by chosing General Garcia 
as presiding offieer, thus indicating the 
military under Garcia would dominate the 
assembly. 

Senor Quesada was considerably surprised 
at these reports, as he was likely to be 
notified of the convening of the Cuban 
assembly, particularly as he has been 
chosen a member of the assembly, repre- 
senting one of the districts of the province 
of Puerto Principe. He accordingly tele- 
graphed President Masso for information, 
and this morning the asnwer was received. 

There are evidences that President Mce- 
Kinley and his cabinet have assurances 
that the provisional government will not 
be antagonistic to the policy at Washing- 
ton, but rather in sympathy with the ex- 
ecution of that policy. 

Sener Quesada is satisfied that this will 
be the course of the Cuban assembly when 
it begins work, and it is probable that he 
made this view known during a recent in- 
terview with Secretary Hay at the state 
departmenc. In the event of his leaving 
Washington to attend the assembly at 
Santa Cruz del] Sur, it will bé with the 
special purpose of securing co-operation be- 
tween the authorities there and here and 
of overcoming frictions which may arise. 

Speaking of the Cuban assembly, Mr. 
Quesada said: 

“It is only che first step toward a regular 
and constitutional form of government, and 
it will give way later to an assembly truly 
representative of all the people of Cuba. 
For the present President Masso has called 
together this provisional body, which is 


| necessarily crude because of the unsettled 


condition of affairs in Cuba. It is, how- 
ever, not a military assembly, only eight 
or ten out of a membership of forty-eight 
being from the military ranks. The others 
are from civil life—doctors, lawyers and 
planters—and represent the best elements 
in the community. This assembly will form 
a constitucion, but will provide for a con- 
stitutional convention which will. take up 
the important work of framing a constitu- 
tion and establishing a permanént govern- 
ment for the island.’’ 

With this programme in view, it Is hardly 
expected that the question of annexing 
Cuba to the United States will assume 
large proportions for the present, but will 
remain in absyance until the Cuban gov- 
ernment is sufficiently well established to 
permit it ¢o express the wishes of the peo- 
ple of Cuba on the question of annexation.

NEGRO REGIMENT IS 


WHIPPED INTO LINE 


Colored Troops from Virginia Refuse To 
Serve Under White Officers. 


MUTINY WELL UNDER WAY, 


Ohio and Michigan Soldiers Are Rush- 
ed to the Negro Camp. 


THE COMMANDING OFFICER APPEARS 


Negroes Are Told They Must Obey Or- 
ders and After Some Argument 
They Give In. 


— + —_——_———— 


Camp Polarmd, Knoxville, Tenn., Novem- 
ber 2.—The camp of the Sixth Virginia col- 
ored regiment was this morning the scene 
of a mutiny among tthe men of that com- 
mand. The trouble was in the nature of 
the men, in several companies, refusing to 
obey commands or orders issued by the 
nine white officers, who were recently as- 
signed to the regiment by Governor Tyler, 
of Virginia. The officers were assigned to 
their various companies a few days ago, 
and there has existed during that time a 
feeling of discontent among some of the ne- 
groes, who preferred to be commanded by 
officérs of their own race. The feeling has 
grown until it evidenced itself this morning 
ir. a positive declaration against the white 
officers. 

The regiment was called for drill at the 
usua] hour and the white officers assumed 
command. To their surprise and indigna- 
tion, the negroes refused to execute the 
drills, and when pressed for an explana- 
tion it was announced that the presence of 
white officers was the cause. The officers 
were inclined to the opinion that it was a 
momentary complaint, and accordingly sent 
their companies out under colored lieuten- 
ants. At thig afternoon's formation the 
same open disregard for orders from the 
white officers was apparent, and it was 
then determined to report the matter to 
higher authorities. Colonel Croxton, com- 
manding the regiment, reported it to €olo- 
nel Kuert, division commander, who in 
turn visited the camp with Major General 
John R. Bates, who arrived in the camp 
for the first time a few moments before 
the mutiny begun. Major Caziare, the di- 
vision adjutant, was aiso upon the scene. 
It was evident that serious trouble was in 
order ‘if the riotous negroes were not qulet- 
ed, and on that account Colonel Kuert at 
once ordered the Thirty-first Michigan and 
Sixth Ohio regiments to the scene. Thesg 
regiments were under arms, but the Ohio 
boys were turned back before reaching 
the Virginia camp. 

Coloneis Kuert and Crofton and Major 
Caziare and also Major Johnson, a colored 
officer of the regiment, addressed the men. 
They explained that such action was in di- 
rect violation of the military laws, and was 
punishable by death, and that a continu- 
ance of the same would bring the regiment 
into most unfortunate disfavor. They as- 
sured the men that a complaint, if such 
they felt they rightfully had, should be 
forwarded to the governor of Virginia and 
they were assured that such a complaint, 
sent through the proper channels, would re- 
ceive attention from all officers concerned. 
Major Caziarc stated that the negroes were 
not only disgracing the blue in this open re- 
volt, but were making themselves unworthy 
to wear it, and were besides violating their 
oath as soldiers. Colonel Croxton stated, 
very emphatically, that a eontinuance or 
this revolt would mean a rigid enforcement 
of the discipline covering such cases, and 
said he demanded obedience and had the 
power to enforce the demand. 

Th Michigan regiment, which had ap- 
peared upon the scene in double time and 
which was armed for battle, was ordered 
back to its €amp, and the negroes agreed 
to send in their complaints-through the 
military channels, and, in the meantime, to 
obey their white officers. It is not believed 
here that the white officers will be removed. 
because it is a fact that the negro officers 
who preceded them resigned on account of 
incompetency. It has been suggested by 
some that all the offices in the cOmmand 
be given to white soldiers. 

The Virginia camp is quiet tonight and no 
further trouble is anticipated, at least for 
the present,

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There is something significant in the 
fact that the carshed which belittles this 
town and disgusts the traveling public 
is fashioned in the shape of a tortoise. 
We do not Know who is the inventor 
of terrapin architecture, whether it 1s 
due to the slow processes that mark all 
new types, or whether it suddenly blos- 
somed forth as a sort of prefiguration 
of what Atlanta had to undergo; but 
the sheet-iron terrapin continues to squat 
“in our midst,” its feet inthe mud and 
muck and its back not much above high- 
water mark. Forten years the disgust 
of the citizens and the traveling pub- 
lic has made itself heard in discussion; 
for more than ten years those interested 
in the good name and reputation of the 
city have been urging the corporations 
to get together and, as a measure of 
their own progress and importance, re- 
move from themselves and from the 
city the load and burden of the sheet- 
iron terrapin, which sits squat in a mud- 
hole and is called a carshed. 

Ten years ago, the corporations, with- 
out much urging, announced their pur- 
pose to give their patrons better ter- 
minal facilities in Atlanta. The man- 
agers came rattling to town, held a 
consultation, selected a site, announced 
that everything was all skew-vee, as 
the boys say, waved their hands and 
went rattling away again. The Con- 
stitution shook hands with itself and 
with the town, and congratulated all its 
subscribers and readers from Maine to 
Mexico and from Florida to Alaska. The 
thing was as good as done. The eye 
sore was to be taken away and abolished 
and the quagmire was to be filled in. 
All that was necessary was to wait for 
the roads to begin the work. 

The public, especially the traveling 
public, has been waiting ever since. 

The matter having been postponed for 
ten years, then for a year, then for six- 
ty days, and now for thirty days, we 
trust that the railway commission will 
put an end to the delay. If the roads 
will not get together in their own in- 
terests and give the traveling public 
adequate accommodations in one com- 
modious and comfortable passenger de- 
pot,’ the board should exercise its au- 
thority and compel each limé to provide 
comfortable accommodations for its own 
patrons. This will be no more incon- 
venient to the traveling public than to 
the roads themselves, perhaps not 50 
much so. It is wonderful, almost start- 
ling, in this day of progress and enter- 
prise to find great corporations higgling 
and contending over a question in which 
all of their interests urge them to agree, 
but such is the fact, and the state com- 
mission will have to. recognize it. 

It is true that separate and distinct 
passenger stations will add nothing to 
the reputation of Atlanta, but in this 
matter the interests of the traveling 
_population, consisting of a very large 
percent of the whole population, deserve 
to be consulted; and any change from 
the sheet-iron terrapin in the mudhole 
will be an improvement. Separate pas- 
senger gtations will not, in the nature 
of things, be imposing, but they will 
be comfortable, and that will be a 
great gain over present conditions. 
The Constitution hopes that the com- 
mission will put an end to delay by 
serving notice on the railways centering 
here to provide adequate accommoda- 
tions for the traveling public. 


The New York Campaign. 

The New York Sun, after looking care- 
fully over the ground, is able to declare 
authoritatively that none of the demo- 
cratic state conventions this year has 
repudiated the Chicago platform, and 
that, therefore, the party continues to 
stand upon it. This trite discovery 


could have been made months ago by 


any editor with half an eye. 

The Sun says that some of the con- 
ventions have “dodged” it, but this term 
is nét at all descriptive. Take, for in- 
stance, the case of New York state, 
where all the leading democratic candi- 
dates are committed to the Chicago plat- 
form. There was a very good reason 
why the democrats of that state desired 
to suppress national issues for a time. 
The silver question, for instance, is 
an overpowering issue. To have made 
it one of the issues of the state cam- 
paign would have been very gratifying 
to The Constitution, and very gratifying 
to democrats all over the country; but 
it is plain to be seen that fhat issue 
would have overshadowed other issues 
that are just as important to the citizens 


and taxpayers of New York. It would 
have overshadowed the republican ca- 
nal steal, which is one of the most mon- 
umental of modern frauds; it would 
have overshadowed the Raines liquor 
law, which has been the means of so 
much crime and injustice; and it would 
have overshadowed the vicious meas- 
ure by which the republicans have tak- 
en, or have prepared to take, from the 
citizens of New York city the right to 
govern themselves. 

Now these are state issues; they are 
proper to a state campaign; and they 
are of far more importance in such a 
campaign than a national issue could 
possibly be. ‘The developments in New 
York are sufficient in themselves to 
convince democrats everywhere that 
the party in that state acted with real 
wisdom when it refused to give the re- 
publican gang, led by Platt, an oppor- 
tunity to cover up their canal steal and 
their vicious attacks on the rights and 
liberties of the citizen. 

By postponing national issues to the 
time and occasion proper to their dis- 
cussio#?, the democrats of New York 
have compelled the republicans to face 
their own corrupt record. It is true that 
they are trying to screen themselves 
behind Roosevelt’s fierce war record, and 
have compelled their candidate to go 
about with a wild west show as a part 
of his campaign baggage. And it is 
equally true that he gives broad intima- 
tions that hostilities with Spain will be 
renewed if he is defeated for governor. 
But all the symptoms thus far devel- 
oped go to show that the democrats 
were wise in devoting their campaign 
to state issues, especially at a moment 
when those issues were of paramount 
importance to the people. 

A democratic victory under these cir- 
cumstances will, of course, be claimed 
as another defeat for silver. We have 
the crank of the mugwump stripe al- 
ways with us, and his portents are as 
voluminous one year as they are an- 
other, and equally as trustworthy. For- 
tunately, we have few democratic cranks 
who will be willing to say that the de- 
feat of the democrats in New York will 
be a victory for the Chicago platform. 

Meanwhile, it seems to be certain that 
the vigorous campaign which the dem- 
ocrats have been able to make, while 
holding the republicans to their rotten 
record, ig bearing fruit. There is every 
indication that the party will win; there 
is every reason to believe that the vot- 
ers and tax payers will give the Platt 
gang a taste of their indignation. 

As a soldier Roosevelt was a very 
picturesque figure. As a stool-pigeon 
for Platt, he must take his place among 
the ordinary roustabouts employed by 
that remarkable man to further his end.

The success of Atlanta’s Peace Jubilee 
is now assured. 

The meeting of citizens held yes- 
terday was not only large and en- 
thusiastic, but highly representative. 
There was present the old Atlanta spir- 
it, which led to a determination that 
the coming occasion should be one equal 
to any which preceded it. Committees 
were appointed and work outlined, 
which will be sure to bring about the 
highest possible results. 

The Constitution congratulates the 
people of Atlanta upon the vim and 
energy with which they have responded 
to the call made upon them, and feels 
assured that under the management 
which has been indicated, Atlanta’s 
great Peace Jubilee will become an 
epochal event. 

A Full Vote Should Be Cast. 

In the regular congressional election 
which takes place next week, the people 
of Georgia should not fail to cast a 
full vote. 

It is one of the evils of unanimity of 
political opinion that the exercise of the 
franchise is neglected, thousands of peo- 
ple believing that there are others who 
will do the voting and that they them- 
selves may stand excused. This leads to 
the charge which has been made in con- 
gress of a suppressed vote or of a want 
of interest in the election, As neither 
statement is true, our people owe it to 
themselves to come out in full force 
and express their wishes as to who shall 
be their representative. 

An evil which is likely at any time 
to grow out of this abstention from 
voting is that sometimes an unscrupu- 
lous opposition will rally to the polls 
on election day and defeat the voice of 
the people of the district. While there 
is hardly a chance of such a thing hap- 
pening in this state, yet it is but pru- 
dence and patriotism for the people to 
cast a full vote. A people who neglect 
their political privileges cannot expect 
longwto maintain them. 

Eleven good men and true have been 
nominated by the democrats of Georgia 
for election to congress. It is due to 
them that their fellow citizens should 
give them a vote which will strengthen 
their hands in that body. 


Mr. T. R. R. Cobb’s Death. 

Profound sorrow will be occasioned in 
Georgia over the announcement of the 
sad death of Mr. Thomas R. R. Cobb, 
which occurred yesterday morning at 
Colorado Springs, Col. 

Several months ago Mr. Cobb left for 
the west in the hope of regaining his 
lost health in the mellow and genial 
climate of the Rocky mountains, and 
thousands of friends in this state shared 
with him the hope thus entertained: 
but change of environment failed to 
ward off the insidious encroachments 
of disease, and in spite of the utmost 
efforts put forth to spare his young life 
and to speed him upon that brilliant ca- 
reer Of usefulness which the future 
seemed to hold in reserve for him, death 
came with grim irony to destroy these 
expectations amid the very scenes in 
which he had expected to find relief. 

Sprung from ome of the most distin- 
guished families of Georgia, Mr. Cobb 
possessed in the highest degree that 
inherent prestige which ancestry con- 
fers; but in addition to this rare birth- 
right he also possessed one of the bright- 
est intellects and one of the most lova- 
ble of natures. Every one who came 
in contact with him felt at once the 
charm and magnetism of his personali- 
ty ang recognized the nobility of spirit 
which made him the idol of his friends. 
Handsome, gifted, brave and generous, 
there were few young men in Georgia 
upon whose brows the future seemed 
to be reflected in such fair prophecy as 
upon the brow of young Tom Cobb, and 
bitter will be the tears of sorrow which 
will fall upon his untimely grave. 

In Atlanta, where he spent the greater 
part of his professional life, as well as 
in Athens,,where he grew from infancy

to manhood, the deepest grief will be 


occasioned by the announcement of his 
sad death. 
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In North Carolina. 

There seéms to be a disposition on the 
part of the country without regard to 
politics to view the North Carolina situ- 
ation in the light of common sense and 
fairness.

They have at dif- 
ferent times been admirably presented 
by The Constitution’s special correspon- 
dents, and are thoroughly understood by 
the people of the south, but it is worth 
noting how thoroughly they are verified 
by representatives of leading northern 
papers who have been sent to the scene.

Mr. T. M. Emerson, the general passen- 
eer agent of the Atlantic Coast Lire, Is 
another well-kriown business railroad man 
who, while he is counted here as among 
the conservatives, talks with emphatic 
earnestness. “Every cent I have in the 
world,”’ he said today, “is invested in and 
around Wilmington, but I would sacrifice 
alj and leave the locality rather than en- 
dure another two years of what we have 
patiently suffered here since 189. The sit- 
uation has been simply terrible. We have 
organized now for the protection of the 
property-holding, tax-paying class. There 
is no politics in the movement. We have 
long since gone beyond the question of re- 
publicanism or democracy. It is the whites 
against the negroes, and we do not disguise 
the fact. Our city government is beyond 
description. Our magistrates, who are our 
police court judges, and have power to fine 
and imprison, are nearly all negroes. W hen 
my family and myself were at the beach 
this summer the negroes broke into my 
house, took possession and gathered there 
every night, wantonly destroying my per- 
sonal] effects. No one was ever captured 
or punished. This is not an isolated case. 
Do you wonder that we are determined to 
put an end to negro rule? 

The republican and populist politicians 
who are responsible for the condition 
of affairs that exists in North Carolina 
may protest from one end of the state 
to the other, but they cannot wipe out 
the facts. Nor can they, where known, 
hope to have anything they may say 
counteract such plain, stratghtforward 
statements as that of Mr. Emerson. _

The news dispatches continue to give il- 
lustrations of the terrible cost in human 
life and health of “imperial expansion” 
into the tropics. 

Yesterday’s cables reported 1,800 of our 
soldiers at Manila on the sick list. This is 
nearly one in ten of the total force there. 
Last week 900 volunteers sailed from San 
Francisco to re-enforce Genera] Otis, and 
yesterday the First Tennessee regiment, 
with 500 officers and men, sailed from the 
same port, also for Manila. 

Yet both these consignments will not 
make good the disabilities from sickness. If 
we keep 30,000 effective troops in the Phil- 
ippines—the lowest estimate of the number 
that will be necessary to hold the main is- 
lands alone—we shall need to send out 
5,000 fresh troops every year to make good 
the losses from death and disease. 

With or without an Alger at the head of 
the war department, does any sane man 
believe this number of either volunteers or 
regulars can be had for a war of con- 
quest and despotic military rule in these 
remote and deadly islands? 


A Lesson To Be Learned.

The long history of the British rule, not 
only in India, but in all her foreign pos- 
Sessions, but more especially in those 
where alien and relatively backward races 
have been dealt with, is simply the history 
of the necessity of abolishing patronage 
and depending on fitness, secured by com- 
petition open to all. The success attained, 
which is now the admiration of the world, 
naturally diverts attention from the painful 
process by which it was attained. But 
that process was forced on the rulers of 
Great Britain by a series of poignant ex- 
periences. For a long time the privileges 
of the India Company, granted by the 
British parliament, were purchased and 
sustained by the patronage at its command 
distributed, as wag Credit Mobilier stock by 
Oakes Ames, “where it would do most 
good.”

WATCHING BUBONIC PLAGUE. 


United States Consul at Vienna Sends 
Information to Wyman. 
Washington, November 2.—The marine 
hospital |service has received; through the 
state department, a dispateh from Untted 
States Consul General Hurst, at Vienna, 
stating that three deaths -have occurred 
there from bubonic plagué, and that there 
are now only six cases in the entire city, 
and these are all hospital attendants. Mr. 
Hurst adds that the infection of emigrants 

is improbable, 

Dr. Wyman, surgeon general of the ma- 
rine hospital service, says that no unusual 
delays to the landing at New York of immi- 
grants from Austria-Hungary are contem- 
plated. The consul at the ports of depart- 
ure will examine each emigrant before he - 
is allowed to go aboard ship, and if he 
comes from the infected districts his bag- 
gage will be disinfected and every other 
precaution taken to prevent the spread of 
the disease. 

In no case will an emigrant be allowed. 
to proceed if there is any reason to believe 
that he has been in contact with the infee- 
tion. Dr. Wyman is of the opinion that 
there is ljtie or no danger of the plague be- 
ing brought to this country through emi- 
grants or otherwise.

A LARGE NUMBER OF PROMINENT 
end representative citizens assembled in 
mass meeting at the city hall yesterday 
morning to consider Atlanta’s forthcoming 
Peace Jubilee. If the meeting is to be taken 
as any indication, this celebration will be 
one of the most elaborate and successful 
demonstrations ever theld in the south. 

The movement has been entered into with 
earnestness and enthusiasm and it is in- 
tended to make the jubilee one of the most 
notable and significant events ever held in 
the United States. 

The meeting yesterday clearly demon- 
strated that the city’s substantial citizens 
are interested in the movement and are de- 
termined to make it a success. 
McKinley, who has consented to be present, 
will be given a reception second to none he 
has received in any part of the United 
States. 

December 14th and 15th have been decid- 
ed on for the dates, and the jubilee will 
probably extend through December 16th. 
Railroads in every direction will offer re- 
duced rates and there is no doubt that one 
of the largest crowds that ever thronged 
the streets of Atlanta will be present. 

The citizens are unanimous in their desire 
to make this a grand occasion, and the out- 
look from every standpoint is most encour- 
aging. The movement was fairly started 
yesterday, and from now until the jubilee 
opens the citizens serving on the various 
committees will leave no stone unturned 
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for the success of the venture. Atlanta’s 
Peace Jubilee will go down in history as 
one of the notable events of this century. 

Chairman Hemphill has called a meeting 
of the committee of fifty for today at 12 
o'clock in room 1064 Kimball house, at 
which time the matter- will be gone over 
thoroughly and discussed from every stand- 
point. Several important suggestions are 
expected. 

Colonel Hemphill expects all the members 
of the committee, both gentlemen and 
ladies, to be present, and urges the import- 
ance of the meeting. 

Mr. Clark Howell Speaks. 

Colonel W. A. Hemphill, chairman of the 
committee which first agitated the jubilee 
question, called the meeting to order. He 
told of how the movement had originated 
and told of the callingof the first 
meeting of citizens by Mayor Col- 
lier. He said that at a meeting of 
the committee held last Monday it had been 
decided to call a mass meeting of citizens 
to consider the matter. He said Wednesday 
and Thursday, December 14th and 15th, had 
beemdecided on for the dates, as President 
McKinley had stated he could be present 
then. Mr. T. H. Martin was elected secre- 
tary of the meeting. 

Mr. Clark Howell, who was present at the 
Chicago jubilee, was called on. 

“The Chicago jubilee,’’ said he, ““‘was one 
of the greatest events of its kind 1 ever 
witnessed. So was the celebration in Phila- 
delphia. Both were magnificent occasions. 
Hundreds of thousands of people thronged 
these cities to witness the exercises. It was 
estimated that there were three-quarters of 
a million visitors in Chicago the four days 
of the celebration. We cannot compete in 
splendor and magnificence with these cities, 
but Atlanta’s jubilee can be made more 
significant in scope and effect. As a nation- 
al event and from a national standpoint, a 
Peace Jubilee here will attract more na- 
tional attention than any jubilee that thas 
been thheld elsewhere. The presence of the 
president and the confederate generals who 
fought in the war with Spain and the pecu- 
liar surroundings of this city will in many 
respects vastly eclipse in scope and na- 
tional significance the jubilees of Philadel- 
phia and Chicago. 

“I am exceedingly grateful that President 
McKinley will be present. His acceptance 
is a tribute to Atlanta, because he refused 
similar invitations from New York and 
New -England. When in Chicago I re- 
ceived a telegram from Colonel Hemphill 
stating the intention of the committee to 
call on the president and ask him to come 
to Atlanta. I saw Mr. McKinley there and 
he stated he would be very glad to see the 
committee. When the accepted, the success 
of the venture was assured. The people 
of the south honor the office of president, 
and he will be welcomed by a great crowd. 
I believe we will have the largest crowd 
since Mr. Cleveland wes here during the 
exposition of 1894. Atlanta should go at this 
thing in its old-time, vigorous way, and 
there is no reason why we should not have 
50,000 or 100,000 visitors here on that occa- 
sion. The jubilee will do more good and 
attract more,attention than any other event 
we have had for many years. 

How Movement Began Elsewhere. 

“The movement for the jubilees in Chi- 
cago and Philadelphia started just as this 
has. In Chicago a mass meeting was call- 
ed and not over fifty citizens were present. 
The result was a tremendous success. At 
the banquet over 800 seats were sold at $15 
each. Twenty-two hundred seats were sold 
in the balcony of the building. The ban- 
quet was held from 7 to 9 o’clock, and af- 
terwards all present were admitted on the 
ground floor. The sum of $28,900 realized 
from the ball at the auditorium was do- 
nated ¢o the soldiers’ and sailors’ fund. A 
large sum was also raised by the citizens to 
meet the expenses of decoration, music, 
etc. It took three hours for the procession 
to pass one point. There were over 100 
brass bands in line, and 25,000 bicycle 
riders had enlisted ¢o ride in the bicycle 
parade, but this was called off On account 
of rain. After the committee had made 
all arrangements and paid atl expenses 
there was $10,000 left for the soldiers’ and 
sailors’ funds. The people of Chicago never 
responded more liberally. There is no 
reason why we should not do our part, and 
we can make the effor largely pay for 
itself.”’ 


To Welcome the President. 

“We should give the president and his 
cabinet a warm welcome,’’ saig Dr. R. D. 
Spalding. “‘He gave us a cordial reception 
when we called on him in Washington, and 
he said among other things that among all 
the complaints during the recent war none 
came from the south. He said that every 
particle of sectionalism had been wiped 
out; that we were one peopie, and that 
he was especially anxious to visit the 
south. He will expect a great reception, 
and I know he will get it. There is no 
reason why we cannot arrange a first-class 
jubilee.’’ 

Judge W. R. Hammond said:-“I, with 
the other committeemen, saw, the presi- 
dent, and he certainly gave us a cordial 
welcome. He seemed to feel all he said, 
and wanted to meet our people face to 
face. We can make this jubilee a great 
event. It will attract people from every 
state in the south. I had the honor to 
Suggest to the president that he would 
meet representative men here. Some of the 
best citizens of the south will undoubtedly 
come to see him. He isga great and wise 
man, and has managed the helm well 
during the recent crisis. He wil] find no 
warmer welcome anywhere than among the 
people of the south.”’ 

Mr. Clark Howell then introduced a reso- 
lution calling for the appointment of 
twenty-five citizens on the committee on 
arrangements. Captain T, B. Neal thought 
twenty-five too many, preferring rather a 
small committee, which he said would do 
more effective work. 

“I wouid suggest,”’ said he, ‘“‘that Presi- 
dent Hemphill, Mr. T. H. Martin and Mr. 
Inman be appointed as a committee on ar- 
rangements with authoriky to ‘appoint 
twelve others. It would be well to let this 
committee arrange every detail of the

He stated that if necessary 
sub-committees could be appointed for 
various duties. 

Ladies on the Committee. 

Mr. Hugh Inman agreed with Mr. Howell 
as to the number on the committee, and 
moved that it be forty gentlemen and ten 
ladies. Colonel A, J. West greatly favored 
the event, and thought the presence of 
President McKinley and General Wheeler 
here would be suffiicnet in itself ¢o draw a 
tremendous crowd. 

Mr. E. P. Chamberlin thought the jubilee 
was.a move in the right direction, and that 
the business men would realize material 
benefits therefrom. He favored not more 
than fiftegp on the committee with power 
to appoint others,

“T heartily concur,’ said Governor Bul- 
lock, “‘in this Peace Jubilee movement. At- 
lanta is certainly the appropriate place for 
such a demonstration. In speaking of this 
city, it was Henry Grady who said, ‘This 
is the spot where Sherman was careless 
about fire.’ If we can forgive and forget, 
certainly the whole south should do so. 
The president is willing and anxious to 
come. Considering our population, I belleve 
we will have a larger crowd than either 
Chicago or Philadelphia. Atlanta has had 
no such opportunity as this for years.” 

Mr. H. H. Cabaniss favored a large com- 
mittee. He cited the good work done by the 
reunion association, where large commit- 
tees did excellent service. 

“IT have no doubt,” said he, “of the suc- 
cess of the venture. The coming of the 
president will make it a success. Atlantians 
have not been showing the old time enthusi- 
asm for the advancement of the city here 
lately, and if we can get together on this 
movement we can make the occasion one of 
the greatest this country has ever seen. 

‘Dr. Landrum’s Four “K’s.”’ 

‘Before I came to Atlanta,” said Dr. W. 
W. Landrum, “I was told the prosperity of 
Atlanta was built on four ‘Ks’. First the 
Kimball house, symbolic of her first-class 
hotels; second, the car shed, which was 
once regarded as a magnificent station, but 
is now considerably out of date; third, The 
Constitution, which is indicative of the ex- 
cellence of her newspapers, and fourth, the 
climate, which is the best in the country. 
Since I have comé here I have discovered 
another ‘K,’ and that is culture. Atlanta 
is a city of schools and colleges. Our public 
school system is as good as can be found 
anywhere. The most magnificent recepiion 
that could be tendered President McKinley 
would be by our youth and our school chil- 
dren. The ministers of the city are thom 
oughly in accord with this movement, and I 
see no reason why we shguld not speak to 
our people about it on the Lord’s day end 
aid in arousing enthusiasm. I.trust the 
jubilee will be a grand success, for Atlanta 
ig the best city, in the best state, in the 
best country, on the best giobe I ever saw.”’ 

Coionel Hemphill stated the president 
seemed much gratified when he was told he 
would be welcomed here py 12,000 school 
children. 

Mr. Clarence Knowles, one of Fulton 
county’s representatives in the legislature, 
was called on, and he stated he would try 
to get an appropriation for the jubilee from 
the legislature, but feared it was impdos- 
sible, as he had been informed it would be 
unconstitutional. He thought the time was 
ripe fora jubilee, and that Atlanta was the 
most appropriate place. He paid a glowing 
tribute to Brumby and Hobson and saw no 
reason why the jubilee should not be a suc- 
cess. 

Mr. Knowles also stated that his position 
had been misunderstood in reference to 
bringing the troops to Piedmont park, He 
had always.favored the location of the 
troops in Atlanta, but not in any residence

Dr. L. G. Broughton made a short talk in 
which he heartily indorsed the jubilee and 
pledged his heart, hand and funds toward 
making it a success.

Mr. Morris Brandon, another member of 
the legislature, stated he thought the 
legisiators would be willing to make an ap- 
propriation for the jubilee as a tribute to 
the heroes of the war Were not the const'i- 
tutional objection in the way. He thought 
the city needed no assistance from the 
state. as it had never demanded it in the 
past, and had materialized several impor- 
tant movements very successfully. He cited 
the fact that the city had paid for the 
paving around the state capitol and had 
never been re'mbursed.

Reglment Will Be Reassembled 
at Piedmont Park, 


COLONEL BROWN IN CITY 


Commander of Second Georgia Returns 
from Washington 


VACANCIES TO BE FILLED VERY SOON 


Governor Candler Will Make No Ap- 
pointments, but Let Vacancies 
Be Taken by Officers in 
the First Regi- 
ment. 


THE SECOND GEORGIA REGIMENT 
will assemble at Piedmont park tomorrow, 
and the work of mustering out the troops 
that desire to leave the service will begin 
at once. 

It is uncertain yet what number of men 
will ask to be mustered out, ‘since the 
troops that compose the regiment I've in 
different parts of the state and will as- 
semble tomorrow for the first time since 
they were sent home on furlough thirty 
days ago. 

The position of the ‘Second Georgia at 
present is a unique one. The command was 
ordered to Atlanta to be mustered out, and 
the men given a thirty days’ leave, with 
the understanding that at the expiration 
of the time they were to be mustered cut. 
In the meantime the war department has 
consented to allow the regiment to ren ain 
in service, with the understanding that 
every soldier who desires to do so inay be 
mustered out, and the places made vacant 
be filled by troops from the ranks of the 
First Georgia, the regiment now assem- 
bled in Macon. 

Colonel Oscar’ Brown, 
Second Georgia, reached the city yester- 
fay from Washington in erompany with 
Captain Cleveland Willcoxon. They have 
been at the capital in the interest of the 
Second Georgia. Colonel Brown was tas 
ken sick while in Washington, and for the 
greater part of the time was confined to 
his room at the Shoreham. He intended to 
return to Atianta last Sunday, but was un- 
“able to do so. 

Colonely Brown was seen yesterday morn- 
ing and he spoke interessingly of the work 
in Washington to have his regiment re- 
tained. He explained that he would have 
given up the undertaking some time ago, 
but felt it was his duty to do what he 
could to have the regiment retained, since 
a number of the officers and meninad ex- 
pressed a desire to continue in service. 

Officers Call on Candler. 

Colonel Lawton, of the First - Georgia 
regiment, who came up from Macon yes- 
terday morning to confer with Colonel 
Brown in regard to the transfer of troops 
from his regiment to the Second, which 
was contemplated in the order from the 
war department, called on Governor Can- 
filer in company with Colonel Brown 
Shortly after his arrival in the city. The 
conference lasted quite a while, 
understood that the

It is believed that Governor Candler will 
follow the suggestion of the authorities at 
Washington, although it is not known what 
the outrome of the conference with Colo- 
nels Lawton and Brown was. 

Colonel Brown expressed the opinion 
that the co-operation of the executive in 
the plan was practically assured, end it 
only remains now to ascertain the number 
of officers in the Second Georgia who wish 
to be mustered out. 

Colonel Brown said “‘We have no idea 
of how many men will desire to leave the 
ranks, but it will be safe to say that not 
0 many will leave but that their places 
can be filled with troops from the First 
Georgia. 

“In regard to the officers of the regi- 
ment I expect to see possibly elght or ten 
of them apply for dismissal when the regi- 
ment assembles tomorrow, and it is pos- 
Sible that one field officer will leave uwvs.’’ 

Troops Given Till Sunset. 

The enlisted men of the Second Georgia 
will begin to arrive in the city tuday, and 
most of them will go at once to the quar- 
‘ters assigned them at the exposition 
grounds to await the coming of the entire 
command. It is customary in the army 
to allow the troops to be mustered out un- 
til Sunset on the day set apart for the re- 
assembling of the regiment to reach the 
Camp, and the roll call wil) not be sounded 
tomorrow until that time. 

It is probable that the whole regiment 
will be on hand when the first rol] is call- 
ed tomorrow afternoon, as the men are to 
be given a chance to remain in the service 
or leave, as they see fit. Three hundred 
men were absent from the roll call of the 
First Georgia when the regiment came to- 
gether in Macon day before yesterday, but 
the men in that command had only to be 
mustered out, and many of them probably 
thought it would be just as well to stay 
at home. 


The process of mustering out the men of. 


the Second Georgia who desire to quit the 
service will require at least five or six 
days, since a great deal of detail work will 
be necessary to collect all the government 
property in the hands of the men and 
have each soldier in the regiment thor- 
ourhly examined physically. 

Colone] Brown gtated yesterday that ‘he 
had strong hopes that his regiment weuld 
be given active service at onre either in 
Cuba or in Porto Rico, and that the war 
department ordered the command retained 
with that in view. This will doubtless in- 
duce many of the enlisted men who would 
otherwise request to be muste ‘red out, to 
remain in service. 

It is not known yet what time the ex- 
change of men from the First Georgia to 
the Second will require, but it is supposed 
that if no complication arises the regiment 
will be intact and ready to move by the 
last of the week. The First ‘yeorgia is 
already in camp in Macon w: iting to learn 
how many in the Second regiment wish to 
leave, and until that fact has been an- 
nounced the regiment will not be muste red 


out.

DANGEROUS FIRE IN 


A PEACHTREE STORE: 


Flames Discovered in Store of Kamper 
Grocery Company Last Night. 


FIRE HAD GREAT HEADWAY 


Fire Was on Third Story and Looked 
as if Block Was Threatened. 


FIREMEN WERE ABLE TO CHECK IT 


Building Is No. 79 Peachtree Street 
and Was Damaged to the Ex- 
tent of About $500. 


Fire was discovered last night at 8:30 p. 
m. on the third floor of No. 79 Peachtree 
street, occupied by the Kamper Grocery 
Company. The flames obtained good head- 
way before the fire was discovered, and 
when the fire department reached the 
scene it looked ag if the bullding would be 
totally destroyed, and for a while the en- 
tire block was threatened. 

Flames were. issuing from. all the win- 
dows on the third floor and clouds of heavy 
smoke were rolling through the roof, filling 
the adjoining buildings. 

By quick, energetic work on the part of 
Chief Joyner and his men, the building 
and, perhaps, the block was saved, and the 
damages reduced to only the partial burn- 
ing of the top floor and the wetting of the 
goods on the lower floor. 

Through the retail department on the first 
floor the firemen had to make their way 
up a pair of narrow stairs to the second 
floor, where there was intense darkness 
and no chance or time to obtain a light. 
Groping their way through the darkness, 
the firemen ascended the stairway to the 
third floor, and there they found the entire 
building burning. In the face of the heat 
and the blinding smoke, they began what 
was one of the hardest and most siccess- 
ful fights they have made in some time. 

In the meantime the chief had ordered 
ladders raised and streams of water was 
poured from the front, rear and the roof of 
an adjoining building. 

The Kamper Grocery Company occupies 
all three of the floors of the building at No. 
79 Peachtree street, the first floor contain- 
ing the retail stock, the second floor the 
wholesale and the third floor an engine and 
a lot of machinery for the grinding of cof- 
fee, spices, peppers, etc. It is believed the 
fire caught from the furnace under the 
boiler. The building is owned by George 
Winship. 

The store was damaged by the fire only 
on the top floor, and the loss will probably 
not amount to over $500. The machinery of 
the Kamper Grocery Company, on the third 
floor, Was badly wrecked and their stock 
was damaged by the water. The com- 
pany’s loss will probable amount to be- 
tween $500 and $1,000.

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SHOT THE NEGRO 
IN SELF-DEFENSE 


Wyche Has Diflenlty with Caesar, a 
Drayman. 


HE REFUSED TO OBEY ORDERS 


Caesar Drew His Knife and Was Ad- 
vancing on His Boss. 


LATTER FIREB AND THENNEGRO FELL DEAD 


First Georgia Ready To Be Mustered 
Out—Cold Nights and but Little 
Covering Making Them Sick. ° 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., November 2,—Charley Caesar, a 
negro, and an employee of the Mansfield 
dray line, was shot and instantly killed 
today about 12 o'clock by Mr. John M. 
Wyehe, manager of the line. The killing 
was done in self-defense. 

The drays uncer Mr. Wyche were hauling 
cotton for the English compress, and 
when the clock struck twelve Caesar yelled 
out that it was time to stop work and 
that he would work no longer. Mr. Wyche 
told him to unload the @ray and he could 
tuen quit work. He refused to do so and 
applicd a vile epithet te Mr. Wyche, who 
told him that he was discharged. He left 
the place and in a few moments he re- 
turned and tcgan to threaten Mr. Wyche. 
Mr. Wyche’ ordered him from the place 
and he refused to go and said at the time 
that he had just as soon kill Mr. Wyche 
as not. Wyche called to Mr. Mansfield 
to come to the negro or there would be 
trouble. and as the said this the negro 
advdneed on him with a knife. He told 
him halt several times, but the negro 
cout'tnued to advance. Wyche pulled his 
pistol and fired, striking the negro just 
above the heart, killing him instantly. As 
soon as he fired the shot Mr. Wyche got 
on his horse and rode to the police station, 
where he gave himself up. Coroner Holiis 
was notified of the killing and he at once 
summoned a jury. The jury, after hear- 
ing the evidence, rendered a verdict of 
justifiable thomicide. 

When the killing took place a _ large 
crowd of negroes was around and several 
of them ‘threatened to lynch Wyche, but 
he was hurrie@ off to the police sta- 
tion. 
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First Bankruptcy Petition. 

The involuntary bankruptcy law went 
into effect here yesterday and the first pe- 
tition for involuntary bankruptcy was filed 
this morning at 6:40 o’clock by Ryals & 
Felder against W. H. Arnold, a merchant 
on Fourth street. 

The petition was filed in favor of Messrs. 
Eads, Neel & Co. A. B. Small and Harry 
L. Jones. all having claims against Ar- 
nold to the amount of $500. The petition 
was referred to the referee at once and 
he ordered the United States marshal to 
take charge of the proprty of Arnold until 
a trustee could be appointed. Arnold has 
left the city and his whereabouts are un- 
known. 

Tired of the Service. 

The members of the First Georgia have 
been kept busy since their arrival here 
Monday. The first sergeant of each com- 
pany has been har@ at work all the week 
making out the payrolls and getting things 
in shape to be turned over to the nruster- 
fnge-out “officers. . | 

The men still sleep cold every night. 
Many of them ‘have no blankets and un- 
leas they are provided with some soon the 
hospital («nt will be ‘full. Many of the 
goldiers are already sick and some réport 
sick every morning when the sick call fs 
eounded. The men are already growing 
tired of camp life and want to be mus- 
tered out as soon as possibie. 

It is not known when the paymaster 
will arrive, but {t is thought that he will 
eome here ibhout the 10th. The amount 
to be paid te the members of the regi- 
ment at the final payment will amount to 
a»out $40,000,

Mr. Hardwick’s Bill. 

The following is whe fuli text of 
Hardwick's bill: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the genera! 
assembly of the State of Georgia, and it is 
hereoy enacted by the authority of the 
Same, that trem ard atter the passage of 
this act the several judges of the superior 
courts Of the Various circuits of Unis state 
shail hold the superior courts of the differ- 
ent counties in the various circuits in this 
state im the following manner, to-wit: The 
justices of the supreme court of Georgia 
Shail provide and keep a roster of the 


judicial circuits of this state, and from this 
roster shail Chere be arranged by said jus- 
tices of the supreme court a regular and 
continuous assigument, interchange and ro- 
tation of the several judicial circuits of this 
State among such judges of the superior 
courts, in the manner hereinafter provided 
in this act. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that between the first and 
tenth days of December, of each year, said 
justices of the supreme court of Georgia 
shall make an assignment of the judges of 
the superior courts of this state to hold 
the various courts, in all of the circuits, 
for the whole of the succeeding year, in 
such order as will effect a constant inter- 
change and rotation of circuits, among the 
different judges thereof; provided, however, 
that no judge of the superior courts of any 
circuit shall ever be assigned by said 
justices of the supreme court to hold the 
superior courts of this own circuit. Inme- 
diately after such assignment cf judges,

Be it further enacted, by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That authority in any 
circuit to grant writs of certiorari, super- 
sedeas, quo warranto,. mandamus, habeas 
corpus and bail in,.actions ex delicto—to 
grant bills quia timet, writs of injunction, 
prohibition and ne exeat—to grant all such 
other writs, original or remedial, either in 
law or in eguity. that may be necessary to 
the exercise of their jurisdiction as judges 
of the superior court&, and which are not 
expressly prohibited; to hear and determine 
questions arising on writs of habeas corpus,

Mr. Speer, of Sumter, introduced a bill 
making it lawful upon the death of any 
person employed by any steamboat, rail- 
way, manufacturing or other corporation 
in this state for such corporation to pay 
over to the widow of the deceased whatever 
wages are due him without administration, 
provided they are not subject to garnish- 
ment. 

Mr. Park’s Resolution. 

Two important resolutions were intro- 
dayced yesterday, one by Mr. Park, of Greene, 
and the other by Mr. Calvin, of Richmond. 
Both were joint resolutions, 

Mr. Park’s resolution was in the nature 
of a request of the governor to submit to 
the legislature as soon as possible a mes- 
sage showing the exact condition of the 
state’s financial aflairs. 

Mr. Calvin’s resolution provided for the 
purchase by the state at the cost of $5300 
of the portrait of Governor John Milledge, 
which hangs in the state library. 

Speaker Little Indisposed. 

Early during the session yesterday morn- 
ing Speaker Little asked to be excused for 
the balance of the day on account of indis- 
position. ‘ 

For several days past Speaker Little has 
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heen somewhat under the weather, but he 
expects to be all right again soon. 
Adjournment for the Election. 

While the clerk was cailing the roll for 
the introduction of new bills the doorkeeper 
announced a message from the senate. 

This message informed the house that the 
senate had adopted a joint resolution pro- 
viding that when the legisJAture adjourned 
on next Saturday it adjourn to meet again 
on the following Wednesday, giving mem- 
bers time to return ome for the purpose 
of voting in the congressional! election, This 
joint resolution furthermore provided that 
the time thus consumed would not be 
counted in the fifty days prescribed for the 
session, but would be added thereto, making 
the session three days longer. 

When the joint resolution was called up 
it occasioned some debate, but it was final- 
ly adopted. There were some members who 
were opposed to adjourning the legislature 
for the purpose of allowing members to go 
home when there were contests in only one 
district, but since the interests of the state 
would not be jeopardized on that account 
this objection was waived.

‘The seaboard 
clearances were not extraordinarily heavy, 
however, while the aggregate of western 
pr.mary mart.et receipts were enormous, 
amounting to 1,585,000 bushels, against 1,- 
214,u0 the corresponding day of iast year. 
In addition to this the early drop in Brit- 
ish consoOls was fully recovered about the 
middie of the session. shat was too much 
for the bull enthusiasm and the market 
drepped back to the opening price before 
it took another upward flight.

“Sufficient unto the day is the 
evid thereof.’’ 

The advance in wheat does not seem to 
have had any effect at all in the wonter 
wheat districts in bringing out the reserves. 
and farmers are just as firm in their views 
today as’ when wheat was 8 to 10 cents 
lower than the selling point at the present 
time. 

We must not lose sigit of the fact that 
all the wheat this country has for home 
consumption and export is the crop of 1898. 
Ths is the fact which has such great 
weight upon the producer with regard to 
the marketing of his reserves. 

As the winter wheat grower has just en- 
tered upon his campaign for the crop of ’98 
and ‘99 he will be very much against selling 
what he now holds, no matter what the 
prices may be, until he Knows something 
about the outcome of the growing crop, and 
that cannot be determined either one way 
or the other until next June. Taking these 
viws of he situation, I think it perfectly 
safe to say that receipts of winter wheat 
particularly are more likely to fail off than 
increase for the next four or five months. 

We have hardly gathered a bushel of corn 
this week. I doubt if over the length and 
breadth: of the corn belt there has been a 
day’s work done in the corn fields the pres- 
ent week. The bad storms of snow and 
rain have put corn very much out of condi- 
tion, and have added more or less to the 
percentage of the damage wh’'ch has al- 
ready been done by wet weather. As I 
have often remarked, and still reaffirm, the 
corn is badiy spotted everywhere. The 
growth has been very small and grass and 
weeds have in vast areas literally taken 
the crop. 

I would sum up the general situation to- 
day on practically the opening of the month 
of November abou! in this way: Nothing 
done with corn gathering. Crop never was 
in such poor shape to husk out as it is to- 
day.

PASSES AWAY 


Brilliant Young Georgian Died Yesterday 
Morning at Colorado Springs. 


IN THE WEST FOR HIS HEALTH | 


Was One of the Best Known Young 
Lawyers at the Atlanta Bar. 


AIS DEATH WAS NO SURPRISE 


It Had Been Known for Some Time | 


That He Was Sinking and Could 
Live Only Short While. 


* Thomas R. R. Cobb, who has been +, 


* fll for some months at Colorado 


* Springs, died yesterday morning. 


THOMAS R. R. COBB, THE BRIL- 
liant young Georgian who had been ill 
with consumption for many months past, 
Gied at Colorado Springs, Col., early yes- 
terday morning. 

The news of Mr. Cobb's 
reached the city yesterday 
but the few words contained in the dis- 
putch were suffictent to bring sorrow to 
the hearis of many in this state and else- 
where in the sevth who knew and ad- 
mirec him. His death, however, Was no 
surprise, for it was known that he had 
contracted a fatal disease which -would 
scon terminate hic life. 

Ferhaps nowhere in the state was the 
telegram announcing his death received 
with such sorrow as in Athens, the home 
of his childhood, the home of the Cobbs 
for generations past, where he attended 
svhool and col'ege and was loved by all. 

Several months ago he gave up his prac- 
tice in this city and went to Florida with 
his wife and family to live, thinking that 
the change of climate would be bene- 
ficiaP tx his condition. He felt no improve- 
ment, however, after a stay of several 
weeks in that state, and then he determined 
to go west and finally decided to reside in 
Colorado Springs, Col. 

From time to time reports were received 
in this state to the effect that he was 
gracually improving and for a while his 
physicians had hopes that the attack of 
consumption would leave him if he re- 
mained in the dry climate of Colorado. 
Of late the news of his condition had not 
becn very encouraging to his friends, and 
it was fearec that the end was nearing. 

Mr. Cobb ieaves a wife and three chil- 
dren, all of whom were with him in his 
enforced solitude in the west. His wife 
was formerly Miss Maud Barker, of this 
city, and they became engaged in Athens 
some vears ago, while she was a young 
girl attending Lucy Cobb institute and he 
a student at the University of Georgia. 
They were tuiarried seven years ago and 
shortly afterwards Tom Cobb came to this 
city and began the practice of law. 

His father, Judge Howell Cobb, of 
Athens, is one of the ablest jurists in the 
state, having retired from the active prac- 
tice of law, and is now at the head of the 
law school at the University of Georgia. 
Judge Cobb was devoted to his son and 
the news of his death was a grievous stroke 
to him, 

Tom Cobb was the grandson of Howell 
Cobb, the speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives, and*a grand nephew of T. R. 
R. Cobb, for whom he was named, one 
of the bravest generals in the confederate 
army. He was alsc a grand nephew of 
Mrs, Dr. J. M. Johnson and Mrs. L. J. 
Glenn,

Brief Sketch of His Life. 

Thomas R. R. Cobb was one of the 
brightest young lawyers in the state and 
gave promise of becoming in time a figure 
of prominence not only in the southern, 
but in‘the national afiairs. He was born 
In Athens in IS€8 at the old Cobb mansion 
on Milledge avenue. Completing his gram- 
mar school education, he entered the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, but before completing 
his education this desire to study law led 
him to enter the law school, where. his 
adaptness jor the profession wag recog- 
nized at once. and without effort he took 
a high stand in his class. 

Upon his giaduztion he entered the pro- 
fession In Athens. where he remained for 
two years, and came to Atlanta only after 
his marriage. He opened an office in this 
city in 1891, and was quickly recognized 
as one of the brainiest young attorneys 
at the bar. He wag taken from his prac- 
tice Sust at the moment when it was be- 
ginning te pc of value to him and it was 
with great regret that he realized the 
need for removing to a drier climate for 
his health. 

He hoped sincerely for the time to come 
when he could return to this state in 
regu'ned heaith, where he was Known and 
always admired. That privilege, however, 
wae deniei him and one of the greatest 
regrets in connection with his death was 
that he passed away far rrom home, where 
all were sirangers to him but the faithful 
wife who never deserted his be 'side. 

In yersonal appearance Mr. Codd was 
prepossessing, being above the average 
height and having a splendid bearing. He 
was handsome as a youth and retained his 
fine appearance in manhood.

The System Offers Them an Opportunity 
Te Study Northern Farming. 


WILL GET THEM GOOD PLACES 


They Will Not Receive Much Money, 
but Plenty of Information.

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The Seaboard Air-Line has undertaken 
to send fifty or more young men from a.ong 
its line to the north and east and give them 


an opportunity to study specialties in farm- 
ing and farming industries as they are con- 
Gucted up there 

The idea is to get four young men frcm 
every station along the line of the system 
and secure them positions on good tarms, 
dairy, fruit and poultry farms in particu- 
lar, and see that they get their board, 
clothes and a smalj sum of money as wages. 

The project is being pushed by Mr, John 
T. Patrick, the company’s chief industrial 
agent. He particularly wants to give the 
yollng men an opportunity to study fruit 
culture, dairying and the pouitry business, 
Many of them will have opportunities to 
study the northern methods of growing 
small @rops, especially hay and grain. Mr. 
Patrick suggests that it will be of great 
advaniage to the young men‘and will he'!p 
their communities. His idea is for the 
young men to stay 1n the north for abeut 
two years so that they can get thoroughly 
fami.iar with the ‘northern farm meihods. 
Mr. Patrick fully expia.ns his purpose in 
the following extract from a letter whica 
he wrote recently to Mr. 8S. A, Kindly, of 
Matthews, N. C.: 

“Our object is to get intelligent young 
men trom alvung the Seaboard Air-Line who 
Want to learn tne improved modes of farm- 
ing as it is conducted in the northern and 
New England states. These young men are 
to go on the farms of the northern farmers 
and to receive their board, wash.ng and a 
nominal amount to pay for some extras and 
they to work just the same as any of the 
Other employees. In other words you will 
get a real good practical instruction in 
farming, better than you would possibly get 
at any agricultura] college, and instead of 
having to pay out money for the instruc- 
tion, you get enough to pay your expenses, 
wheh would be your board, your Washing 
and about $4 ® month for the tittle inci- 
dentals that you might want. If you did 
not spend the $4 you vjould just have that 
much to bring back home with you. 

“Wao do not want any one to understand 
that they are going off to work for wages, 
but what we need down south is for some 
of our people tu learn the way the northern 
men cultivate their crops, how they raise 
stock ana poultry and how they Keep their 
farms and farm buildings up to the highest 
Standard. We do not want any one to 
agree to take these pos‘tions except those 
who will agree to come back to their homes 
and go into farming so that our farmers 
can learn from them what they learned by 
two yeafs’ stay in the north. It will he 
necessary for you to stay atr least two 
years to get thoroughly familiar and te 
i@arn what is necessary. 

“Another thing we can accomplish in this 
work will be that during your two years’ 
Stay you ought to be able by distr’buting 
printed matter about your section and 
working among the people Whom you meet 
to get a number of settlers to come down to 
your home, and in that way be of’ great 
benefit in increasing the number of settlers 
and perhaps get some of the northern pea- 
pe to go down and establish factories of 
some kind. 

‘‘Now I hope that you can go and interest 
three other voung men of your section. Of 
course it will take me some time to ar- 
range to get a-place for you and you need 
not make your arrangements to go in a 
week, or even a month, after you have 
written me, for as soon as I cam get the 
young men who are going I must find a 
place for them. Some of them I want to 
put on poultry farms so that thev can get 
the inside of poult-y raising; others on 
fruit farms so that they may know how to 
raise and market fruit successfully. others 
on dairy farms so that they can learn how 
to raise good stock, make good butter and 
cheese and learn how it is marketed. 

“This is one of the most important steps 
that we have ever taken, but we cunnot 
successfully carry it out unless four young 
men from each station along our ‘ine of 
road are willing to give two years’ time, as 
it were, to study the manner of work in 
the north and come back and distribute this 
information among the people of their re- 
spective sections. 

“They can do a vast amount of good for 
themselves and be public benefactors. and I 
hope that you will not consider that you 
are giving two yeegrs of your time for noth- 
ing, and [ assure you you wil! not, because 
it will be worth to you and every man that 
goes at least $%,000 in the run of their life.”

COLONEL GARDENER 


LEAVES ATLANTA 


Before Departing He Awnounced That He 
Had Selected Three Camps 


PIEDMONT GETS A REGIMENT 


Kirkwood Property and That Near 
Grant Park Were Also Chosen. 


NO CAMP SITE EQUAL TC BRIGADE 


Colonel Gardener Left the City Yester- 
day for Camp Poland, but Will 
Return in a Few Days. 


— | 
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Three camp sites were finally se- 
lected by Colone] Gardener for the 
three regiments ordered here. 
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COLONEL CORNELIUS GARDENER, 
the officer in command of the brigade that 
is to be sent to Atlanta for winter en- 
campment, left yesterday afternoon at 4 
o'clock for Camp Poland after having 
ccmpieted the task of Selecting camp sites 
for ‘hig brigade. 

Kefore leaving Colonel Gardener stated 
that he had finally determined to separate 
the reg:merts of the command and put 
each regiment by itself. One command 
will go in camp at Kirkwood at the term'- 
nus of the Atlanta street railway line on 
the site inspected some days ago; another 
regiment will be sent to Grant park and 
the property adjoining the, park that has 
been offered the government, and the third 
regiment of the brigade will go into quar- 
ters at Piedmont park. 

Colonel Gardener stated that his own 
regiment, the Thirty-first Michigan, will 
be put in camp at the exposition grounds 
dnd it is understood that he will undertake 
himself tu see that the lessees of the park 
are put to no inconvenience as the result 
of a camp there. 

‘he idea of putting the regiment in the 
buildings at the exposition grounds has 
been abandoned and Colonel Gardener pro- 
poses to quarter the men in shacks and 
tents within the inclosure of the old race 
track. é 

It is the opinion of the inspecting officer 
that the thin walls of the buildings in 
the park would offer little or. no protection 
to the troops in case of cold weather and 
that it wouid be impracticable to try to 
heat the kig buildings with stoves. 

Colonel Gardener until yesterday had no 
idea of puiting any of his regiments in 
camp at the exposition grounds and fully 
intended to send the third regiment to 
the site near West End, but a final in- 
spection of the two places led him to ac- 
cept the park in preference to the West 
End property. 

City Will Furnish Water. 

A final conference was held between 
Mayor Collier and Colonel Gardener yes- 
terday morning before the departure of the 
latter for Camp Poland, and it was agreed 
that the city should furnish @mpie water 
supply for the troops where it was needed. 
The only objection raised by Colonel Gar- 
dener -tu the property at Kirkwood was 
that the water supply was insufficient and 
after tre agreement of the city to lay a 
main to the place for the use of the regi- 
ment Coicne] Gardener agreed at once to 
accept the site fur one regiment. 

At Kirkwood, however, the fleld to be 
used for drilling purposes is at present 
too small tor the needs of a regiment, 
and the cwrers of the property have 
agreed to cut away a large number of 
trey that are in the way. The city will 
iay a three-inch main to the Kirkwood 
site in the next fi w days and the expense 
attached to this work will.be small, since 
t'e main aiready goes within a short dis- 
tance of the y.-cspective camp, 

At the exposition and Grant park g6ites 
the water supply is cons.dered very good 
and the city will be put to no expense 
to lay pipes to either place. 

It is altogether probable that the Penn- 
sylvunia building, one of the smaller 
structures at the exposition grounds, 
owned by the Pie¢ment Driving Club, will 
be tendered to the officers of the Thirty- 
first Michigan regiment for a mess hall 
during their stuy in this city. President 
Knowles, of the driving club, said yester- 
day that he had mentiored the matter to 
Colonel Gardener, but Coltonel Gardener did 
not know whether or not the commis- 
sioned men of the regiment wanted to «at 
with their troops. It is probable, however, 
that the officers of the Thirty-first Michi- 
gan will accept the offer of the driving 
cluo and have their mess in the Pennsyl- 
vania building. 

Colonel Gardener Returns at Once. 

The stay or Colonel 
Poiand will only be for a day or two, 
and then he expects to return to this 
city with his brigade quartermaster and 
the werk of preparing the three 
camps selected for occupancy. This un- 
aud until then the brigade will remain in 
camp where it is at present. 

Fifty thousand feet of lumber will be 
necessary in buliaing the sheds that will 
surround the tents and the bids for these 
supplies will be sent out after the arrival 
of the brigade quartermaster. 

Co'onei Garderer is greatly impressed 
with Atlanta and before leaving expressed 
the opinion tlheot no better place than 
this could have teen selected for the camp 
of his Lrigade.
